School Board 
Okays Donation 
Of Land to City 


NEWSROOM NOTES—Thom 
as E. Dewey is certainly right 
when he says that the Fifth 
Amendment to the U.S. Consti­ 
tution 
which, 
among 
other 
things, provides that “no person 
. . . shall be compelled in any 
criminal case to be a witness 
against himself,” is something 
‘‘for the dark ages.” 
The former governor of New 
York and two-time GOP presi­ 
dential candidate is on perilous 
ground, however, when he calls 
for the amendment’s repeal, as 
he did the other day. 
In its place, Dewey, who first 
gained fame as a courageous, 
gang-busting district attorney of 
New York City in the 19 3 0s, sug­ 
gests a statute that would re­ 
quire 
“everybody 
to 
answer 
questions” asked by a legally 
constituted governmental body, 
court or police, or have his re­ 
fusal to answer admissible as 
evidence against him. 
There have been a number of 
notorious cases where convicted 
and even confessed criminals 
have been freed because police 
or judges have violated the Su­ 
preme Court’s modern interpre­ 
tation of the amendment’s guar­ 
antees, particularly its decisions 
expanding the 
“due process” 
clause. But the problem of law 
and order in America is not one 
Of convicting criminals. 
It is a problem of reconvicting 
them and reconvicting them — 
that is, a problem of making 
our prisons places of rehabili­ 
tation instead of mere incarcer­ 
ation or, worse, schools of high­ 
er education in crime. 
It is a problem of moderniz­ 
ing our penal system which it­ 
self, in many respects, is not 
far removed 
from 
the 
dark 
ages. 
It is a problem of preventing 
youths from entering a life of 
crime in the first place. 
It is a problem of upgrading 
our police forces and courts to 
ensure that the apprehension 
and prosecution of lawbreakers 
is swift, certain and fair and 
that justice is meted out as im­ 
partially to the poor and de­ 
spised as it is to the wealthy 
and respectable. 
It is a problem of instilling 
respect for our laws and our in­ 
stitutions and for those whose 
duty it is to administer them. 
On the day when we require 
“ everybody 
to 
answer 
ques­ 
tions” asked by a legally con­ 
stituted governmental authority, 
we will all be back hunting 
witches. 
The Fifth Amendment is in­ 
deed a relic from the dark ages. 
It is also our greatest constitu­ 
tional barrier against a return 
to them.

Nixon To 
Send Man 
To Paris 


NEW YORK (AP) - W. Aver- 
ell Harriman said today, after 
conferring with President-elect 
Richard M. Nixon, that he is 
confident Nixon will send a per­ 
sonal observer to the Paris talks 
and will replace the two princi­ 
pal American negotiators soon 
after taking office. 
Nixon, who had tentatively de­ 
cided against sending an ob­ 
server to the peace talks before 
inauguration day, was said to be 
shifting his attitude at the urg­ 
ing of Harriman who said that 
he and deputy negotiator Cyrus 
R. Vance felt such a move 
would be “a very excellent way 
to insure continuity.” 
Talking to newsmen after 
meeting with Nixon for more 
than an hour, Harriman made it 
clear he and Vance will turn 
over their tasks to Nixon’s team 
on or about Jan. 20,

If approved then, the recom­ 
mendations would be passed on 
to the Illinois County Problems 
Commission and the Legisla­ 
ture. 
Earlier in the current decade 
the 
United 
States 
Supreme 
Court decided that congression­ 
al and legislative districts must 
be approximately equal in pop­ 
ulation — the one-man, one-vote 
formula. 
Later, in a case coming up 
from Midland, Tex., the high 
court extended the principle to 
county units of government. 
Paul Perrecone of Rockford, 
association president, told the 
executive committee: 
“If we 
don’t follow the mandates, we 
may wind up with the Supreme 
Court doing it for us.” 
What should be done, he said, 
is to act to get plans “off the 
ground.” 
From the floor came propos­ 
als to start action but keeping 
in mind the possibility that there 
may be no final legislaion un­ 
til after the 1970 census or the

LIMA, Peru (AP) — A young 
Peruvian physician says he may 
have cured his half-sister’s can 
cer by giving her cancer-fight­ 
ing antibodies which he created 
by injecting himself with her 
cancerous cells. 
Dr. Alfonzo Zavaleta Cruzado, 
34, said in an interview that the 
experiment was performed less 
than a month ago and five years 
are required before it will be 
known if his sister, Mrs. Elis 
Wenzell, has been cured of can­ 
cer of the uterus. 
But the cancer appears to 
have disappeared, he added. 
Zavaleta said his experiment 
differs in some respects from 
similar experiments which are 
being performed in the United 
States and elsewhere, with en­ 
couraging results. 
He said he took specimens of 
his sister’s cancer cells and in­ 
jected them in his own leg. His 
system formed antibodies to de­ 
stroy the foreign cells, the doc­ 
tor explained, and the antibod­ 
ies were then transferred to his 
sister. 
Zavaleta said the experiment 
is similar to the body’s natural 
tendency to form antibodies to 
resist bacteria or reject trans­ 
planed organs. 
Dr. Oscar Miro Quesada, an 
associate of Zavaleta and direc­ 
tor of the National Institutes of 
Health, 
told The 
Associated 
Press: “It is too early to know 
the results of Dr. Zavaleta’s 
technique. But this is a begin­ 
ning.” 
Miro Quesada, who also is 
president of the Peruvian Socie­ 
ty for Immuno-Pathology, add­ 
ed that he has “ always felt a 
cure for cancer would come 
from a crossfire between chem­ 
istry and immunology.” 
He said he and Zavaleta 
“have been conducting chemi­ 
cal trials with hopeless cases— 
people with one foot in the tomb 
and the other on a banana peel” 
and have kept them alive for 
one to 1 Vi years before their 
cancer cells became resistant to 
the chemicals. 
The Zavaleta . experiment dif­ 
fers from similar cancer experi­ 
ments in the United States in 
which pairs of unrelated cancer 
patients have exchanged cells. 


Johnson administration offi­ 
cials privately expressed most 
concern over Israel’s use of 
planes Tuesday against targets 
in northwest Jordan where Jor­ 
dan and Iraqi forces are sta­ 
tioned. 
At the same time a State De­ 
partment spokesman prodded 
the Soviet government to use its 
influence with the Arab states 
—for which it is the major arms 
supplier—to try to move the sit­ 
uation toward a peaceful settle­ 
ment. 
Press officer Robert J. Mc- 
Closkcy responded to inquiries 
about an editorial in the Soviet 
Communist 
party 
newspaper 
Pravda saying that Moscow was 
interested in a political solution 
to the crisis. 
“We have noted the Pravda 
article which touches on a num­ 
ber of points,” McCloskey said. 
“What we are looking for, how­ 
ever, is concrete evidence that 
the Soviets are exerting their in­ 
fluence toward peace in the 
Middle East. Peace in the Mid­ 
dle East is in everybody’s inter­ 
est.” 
Officials added that Soviet 
arms shipments into the area 
are continuing but they have not 
had evidence of comparable So­ 
viet exertions in the interest of 
peace. 
The United States itself is sup­ 
plying arms to both Israel and 
Jordan, which has traditionally 
maintained relatively close ties 
with the Western powers. 
McCloskey said that Israel 
Ambassador Yitzhak Rabin 
and 
Jordanian Ambassador Abdul 
Hamid Sharaf were summoned 
separately to the State Depart­ 
ment Wednesday afternoon and 
told of deep U.S. concern over 
events in the Mideast. 
U.S. officials indicated the 
two ambassadors each blamed 
the other side for starting the 
latest round of strikes across 
the cease-fire line. 


Dan Walker 
Could Face 
Court Charge 


CHICAGO (UPI) - Daniel 
Walker, chief author of the fed­ 
eral report which charges “ po­ 
lice riots” during the Demo­ 
cratic 
National 
Convention, 
could face a contempt of court 
citation for releasing the report. 
William J. Campbell, chief 
judge of the U.S. District Court 
here, hinted at that possibility 
Wednesday when he held a 
news conference to denounce 
the Walker Report as “just the 
report of one individual.” 
He said the “motivation and 
timing” behind releasing the re­ 
port last weekend while the 
grand jury was only half-way 
through its own investigation 
“might also be the subject of 
their inquiry.” 
Asked if Walker could be 
held 
in 
contempt, Campbell 
said, “ I will take action in that 
field only if it is requested by 
the grand jury.’*

The ideologues 
but the seeker 


De To ied

Traditionally . Thanksgiv ing Day opens the 
Christmas shopping season. With this in mind, 
let me suggest that what the present America 
most needs is semantic clarity . In politics, par> 
tienlariy , is the need greatest, 
argue and the ideologues rant, 
after wisdom is left in confu­ 
sion. Terms that once had mean­ 
ing grow murkier and more sell- 
contradictory with each passing 
debate. 
The word “ liberal” is a case 
in point. Once upon a time, it 
had 
a 
reasonably 
restricted 
meaning. The liberal believ ed 
in freedom, in tolerance of oth­ 
er men’s ideas. He was sus­ 
picious of the power of gov ernment and opposed 
to any enlargement of its powers and prerogativ es. 
He believ ed that men must stand on their own 
feet, if the good society was to be preserv ed, and 
his slogan w as John Locke’s ‘‘life, liberty , and 
property ,” a phrase changed in the second draft 
of the Declaration of Independence to “ life, liberty , 
and the pursuit of happiness.” 
In the Thirties, howev er, the liberals shifted 
positions, in large part and for a v ariety of rea­ 
sons adopting the political pholosophy of the autho­ 
ritarians and the conserv ativ es. In an ex act sense, 
they became reactionaries, casting back to the 
gov ernmental sy stems which had been ov erthrown 
by the American Rev olution and rev ised by Ihe 
British Constitution. They looked about them and 
decided that the problems of the nation could be 
solv ed only by a powerful ex ecutiv e branch which 
forcer! legislativ e and judicial into subserv ience 
and made the central gov ernment the arbiter of 
all matters political, economic, and social. 
In an effort to fight the Depression, they called 
for the arrogatiou of powers to the Federal Estab­ 
lishment that came dangerously close to dicta­ 
torial. In this, their hero and leader was Franklin 
D. Roosev elt, the first of the truly powerful Amer­ 
ican Presidents. But the liberals did not see that 
Mr. Roosev elt's panaceas failed to solv e the prob­ 
lems of the times. In 1937, four y ears after he 
bad been giv en ex traordinary * powers and an open- 
end mandate, the number of people unemploy ed 
was just as large as it had been in 1933, the econ­ 
omy in an equally parlous state. Only the prep­ 
arations for World War II brought a “ solution.” 
To cope with this shift in the meaning of the 
pord liberal, critical writers began to wrap It in 


quotation marks. The philosopher Sidney Hook 
introduced two phrases, “ totalitarian liberals” and 
“ ritualistic Mberals” — a coinage that did little 
to end the confusion. Today radicals of the left 
and professed liberals are shredding “ liberalism” 
and its concepts in an effort to arriv e at some 
semantic clarification. 
But the sorry fact remains that today the 
word “ liberal” and its partner in logical crime, 
“ conserv ativ e,” do more to poison the well of 
political thinking than to giv e meaning to political 
debate. The words are less than v alueless; they 
are positiv ely harmful. 
What then can clarify and delineate the dif­ 
ferences that div ide men today ? What words or 
designation 
can 
separate 
those 
conserv ativ es 
whose thinking is essentially authoritarian from 
those who lean to the libertarian? By what scale 
can we measure the political and economic orien­ 
tation of the electorate and its representativ es? 
The task is not impossible if the opinion- 
makers, the intellectuals, and the politicians firm­ 
ly reject further use of outmoded labels like 
“ liberal” or “ conserv ativ e” — and if they rescue 
from their present pejorativ e status the terms 
“ left” and “ right.” Only then can a v iable poli­ 
tical scale be drawn, after a pause for semantic 
identification. 
Call it the Freedom Spectrum and set as its 
major criterion the degree of gov ernment control 
and gov ernment domination of the liv es of the 
people. 
At the left end of the spectrum must go the 
totalitarian sy stems. Communism and Fascism 
(whether Nazi or corporativ e). At the right end 
must go the diametrical opposite of totalitarian­ 
ism, philosophical anarchism. In short, as y ou 
mov e from left to right, y ou mov e from repres­ 
siv e gov ernment and paternalism (whether benign 
or malign) toward a free society . Somewhere 
near the center will be Richard Nix on. To Ms 
right will be Ly ndon Johnson and the authori­ 
tarian conserv ativ es of today . To Ms left, y ou 
will find the libertarian conserv ativ es and those 
anti-Marx ist members of Students for a Demo­ 
cratic Society , the “ new anarchists.” 
There will still be debate ov er the merits of 
a gov ernment holding centralized power and dom 
inated by the master planners and the technocrats 
of collectiv ism. But at least, we will eliminate the 
name-calling, the shouts of “ reactionary ” and 
“ radical” and “ fascist” aimed at people who hav e 
least earned this attention.

The Nix on programs as now

hav e hope. In dev eloping hope, 
the Nix on group has sev eral 
strongly held conv ictions: 
—People who own their own 
homes don’t burn down neigh­ 
borhoods. 
—More av ailable credit for 
slum dwellers is the means to 
get men and women into their 
own homes.

This is fine, But administra 
tiv ely it is much simpler to 
mov e out the people, bulldoze sn 
area, build new buildings, fix 
rsntal max imums.

to encourage the dev elopment of 
small enterprises, requires infi­ 
nite patience, continuous inge­ 
nuity , great imagination 
and 
progress, 
while 
often 
quite 
sound, is v ery slow Indeed. 
The new President will also 
find that studies of the riots to 
date indicate that the most dis­ 
satisfied 
among the Negroes 
seem to be those v ery men who 
hav e begun to rise in society , 
not those remaining at the bofc 
tom. 
Apparently as men and wom­ 
en begin to make progress, they 
set more of the white man’s 
world and the opportunities in 
that world. According to soma 
studies, this close contact makes 
them 
more 
dissatisfied 
than 
they were before. They ex pect 
and demand more rapid prog- 
rtss. How is this to be taken 
into account in the plans? 
The questions for 1969-70 are: 
Will the slum dwellers, already 
frustrated by ov erenthusiastie 
promises, be willing to wait for 
slow progress, howev er sound? 
Will it suffice to publicize that 
sound slow progress is bettar 
than the illusion of rapid prog­ 
ress that inev itably will collapse 
like a building made of sand?

WASHINGTON (NEA) - Only 
in the dm of s presidentisl cam­ 
paign could such relativ ely slight 
attention hav e been paid to Pres­ 
ident J ohnson’s appeal to Chief 
J ustice Earl Warren to stay on 
the Supreme Court until the emo­ 
tional fires surrounding the Abe 
Fortas matter had died down. 
J ohnson's unsuccessful bid to 
name Associate J ustice Fortas as 
Warren’s successor is not the 
first instance, of course, in which 
court appointments hav e led to 
bitter battles. Some were a good 
deal worse than this one. 
But the President’s injection of 
the issue of emotionalism re­ 
quires more careful dealing than 
it has since receiv ed in a nation 
distracted by campaigning. 
On the occasion of a Warren 
anniv ersary on the high court 
some time back, this reporter 
canv assed the v iews of judges, 
professors of constitutional law, 
v eteran priv ate and gov ernment 
lawy ers who hav e practiced be­ 
fore the Supreme Court. Written 
works on the court were also e* 
a mined ex tensiv ely . 
Sev eral 
judgments 
emerging 
from that surv ey hav e applies 
tion to the current controv ersy . 
For 
one 
thing, 
those most 
knowledgeable 
about the high 
court’s role in U.S. gov ernment 
and society simply scoff at the 
notion that the “ popularity ” of its 
decisions should be directly rele­ 
v ant to its work. 
By v irtue of its place at the 
peak of the judicial py ramid, the 
Supreme Court is designed to 
hear only the most controv ersia 
disputes in American life. If they 
could be settled in any simpler 
clearer, less arbitrary way , they 
would nev er reach the pinnacle. 
Since a court decision is in 
escapably arbitrary , whether 5 to 
or I to 0, the losing side in 
any dispute — be it legislativ e 
reapportionment, pray er in the 
schools, or whatev er — is bound 
to brand the decision “ unpopu 
lar.” 
It is unimaginable that the dis­ 
putants on both sides of a con­ 
trov ersy grav e enough to reach 
the Supreme Court could all be 
pleased by the outcome. 
One can note 
here 
that the 
decisions of the electorate in 
democracy , and the whole con 
cept of majority rule, are also 
arbitrary . No president wins of­ 
fice by a v ote of 100 to 0. It is 
far more likely to be 51 to 49, 
leav ing 49 per cent of the v oting 
populace 
presumably 
unhappy 
ov er the outcome. 
In such circumstances, a pres­ 
ident who understands 
his re­ 
sponsibility to gov ern the whole 
people mov es to enlist at least a 
substantial proportion of the “ los­ 
ers” behind his major endeav ors. 
Implicit in the idea of majority 
rule is the corollary that tha los­ 
ers accept the v erdict which went 
against them, mov e reasonably 
to make gov ernment and the 
country work under the winning 


president, and bide time until 
they get another chance to cap­ 
ture the day for their candidate 
and their policies. 
The thoughtful students of the 
Supreme Court, and some prac­ 
titioners 
before it, 
believ e — 
whether they be liberal or con­ 
serv ativ e — that the tribunal has 
a responsibility not unlike e v ic­ 
torious president’s. 
It must, in other words, edu­ 
cate the nation, 
and 
especially 
the lower reaches of the judiciary 
itself, to an acceptance of the 
v alidity and worth of its most 
crucial decisions. 
This reporter, howev er, found 
that many liberals and conserv e 
tiv es agreed that at least in the 
ast 15 y ears the high court has 
too seldom done this. 
Law' professor 
Paul Kauper 
say s the court has an inev itable 
duty to “ ground its decisions in 
reasoned argument.” Too often, 
be adds, the court “ fails to illu­ 


minate” and thus leav es lower 
court judges and lawy ers — not 
to mention the public — in the 
dark as to the rational and co­ 
herent principles which are pre­ 
sumed to underlie welltaken de­ 
cisions. 


What we hav e, sty these critic« 
at both ends of the spectrum, are 
hastily conceiv ed, thinly support- 
ad rulings which are not much 
more than bare assertions and of­ 
fer no help ev en to those who 
may approv e the decisions — let 
alone those who do not. 


It may not be the Supreme 
Court’s job to 
make popular 
choices. But it does hav e an im­ 
mense assignment — to make its 
decisions 
understandable, 
an d 
sufficiently well - ex plained so 
that 9ooner or later, if not im­ 
mediately , a high proportion of 
the American people can accept 
them as fair and reasonable.

Try , if possible, to de­ 
v ote only one paragraph to 
each of y our outline’s main 
headings and to conv ert y our 
div isions and subdiv isions into 
the sentences of that paragraph. 


The form a summary takes 
should be determined by the 
amount of information to be 
summarized. Thus a book may 
be summarized in fiv e pages, a 
chapter in a paragraph, and a 
paragraph in a sentence. You 
wouldn’t wirte a chapter to sum­ 
marize one paragraph!

Dr. David Shapiro, Amboy,

the Illin ois 35th Hou se 
District, told members of the 
Even in g Lion s Clu b fin an ces are 
the state’s n u mber on e problem 
an d highways are the secon d 
most importan t issu e the state 
mu st cope with. 
He explain ed the state will 
en d u p in the red on Ju n e 30, 
1969, althou gh the Gen eral As­ 
sembly had projected appropri­ 
ation s which were predicted to 
fu rn ish a $700 million su rplu s on 
that date. 
The Amboy den tist listed three 
reason s for the chan ge in the fi­ 
n an cial pictu re. They are the 
repeal of the in heritan ce tax 
which 
the 
Gen eral Assembly 
passed an d then repealed; the 
occu pation al service tax bein g 
declared u n con stitu tion al by the 
state Su preme Cou rt, an d a 
chan ge in federal regu lation s re­ 
gardin g len gth of residen ce be­ 
fore a person cou ld be placed on 
the relief rolls of a state. 
Shapiro poin ted ou t the Leg­ 
islatu re had approved $872 mil­ 
lion for the bien n iu m for pu blic 
aid an d declared it n ow appears 
an other $100 million will be re­ 
qu ired before the Ju n e 30 en d of 
the two-year fiscal period. 
Mu ch of this, he said, has 
been cau sed by the chan ge in 
residen cy requ iremen ts. 
The state’s gen eral fu n d is de­ 
pleted, in fact, $60 million has 
been borrowed from the motor 
j'u el tax fu n d. 
With this con dition existin g, 
Shapiro predicted the 1969-1971 
bu dget the Legislatu re will be 
asked to provide reven u e for 
will be from $375 million to $1 
billion higher than the record 
$4.4 billion 1967-68 bu dget. 
Shapiro poin ted to state u n i­ 
versities which he said will re­ 
qu ire from $75 million to $200 
million more to fin an ce du rin g 
the n ext two years.

State aid to schools will in ­ 
crease abou t $200 million on the 
formu la the state n ow u ses, 
Shapiro reported. He said if, as 
some have su ggested, the base 
figu re u sed in the formu la is 
in creased from $400 to $600 this 
raise alon e wou ld cost the state 
$600 million . 
The legislator-to-be called this 
proposal “absu rd.” 
He predicted pu blic aid wou ld 
cost $1.3 billion for the comin g 
two-year period. This expen di­ 
tu re accou n ts for almost 17 per 
cen t of the total state bu dget. 
Tu rn in g to where reven u es 
wou ld come from, Shapiro sim 
ply poin ted ou t possibilities. 
He said at the presen t level 
sales tax will produ ce abou t $91 
million an d other taxes abou t 
$80 milbon du rin g 1969 to 1971 
An in crease of on e cen t in 
sales tax, he reported, wou ld in 
crease reven u e by abou t $450 
million .

Friday throu gh Su nday will be 
the last chance this y ear for the 
man with a gu n and an ey e on 
a deer. 
The field is open to those 
hu nters who failed to bag the 
qu ota du ring the first three-day 
gu n deer hu nting period. As of 
Monday and for the balance of 
the month, the deer will be left 
to those w'ho hu nt with bow and 
arrow. 
For either ty pe of hu nter, the 
limit is one deer per y ear — 
from October to October. The 
deer can be of any age or sex . 
Last y ear, 6,6 00 gu n hu nters and 
abou t 300 bow and arrow hu nt 
ers went home with v enison. 
According to the Illinois State 
Bar Association, ail deer hu nt­ 
ers mu st be Illinois residents 
and mu st hav e a special permit 
as well as a hu nting license. 
The gu n hu nter 
also 
needs 
a firearm owner’s identification 
card and he can hu nt deer only 
with a mu zzle-loading rifle or 
shotgu n with rifled slu gs. 
To help distingu ish man from 
beast, any one who hu nts or 
traps for any ty pe of game du r­ 
ing the gu n season for deer, in 
a deer 
hu nting cou nty , mu st 
wear a “cap and v est or u pper 
ou ter garment of solid and v iv ic 
fed, y ellow or orange coloring.

Each cou nty has a qu ota of 
permits that can be issu ed rang­ 
ing from 200 in nine cou ntries to 
7,000 in Pope Cou nty in sou th­ 
ern Illinois. Total nu mber of gu n 
permits for the state is 44,150. 
There is no qu ota for bow and 
arrow permits. 
A gu n permit allows a hu nter 
to look for a deer in the specific 
cou nty or portion of a cou nty 
named in the permit. A bow and 
arrow permit is good any where 
in the state where permission to 
hu nt has been granted by the 
property owner. 
/ 
No deer hu nting is permitted 
at night. Legal hu nting is limit 
ed to 6 :39 a.m. to 4 p.m. for gu n 
hu nters and a half hou r before 
su nrise to a half hou r before 
su nset for bow and arrow' hu nt 
ers. 
Du ring the gu n deer season, 
hu nters in Jo Dav iess, Carroll, 
Hardin and Pope cou nties may 
not hu nt any ty pe of game oth­ 
er than deer. 
In other cou nties hu nters may 
legally look for: 
Cock pheasant, qu ail and Hu n 
garian partridge u ntil Dec. 31.
